in Dur Court of Admiralty, ſhould be adjudged as lawful Prize to the ſaid Sir Fdmond Turn 
and George Carew : Which ſaid Commiſſion was to remain in full fozce. until the ſaid Sir Edmond 
Turner and George Carew, their Erecuto23, Adminiſtratoꝛs and Alſigns ſhould by vertue thereof 
have ſeized and recovered from the ſaid States General oz their Subjects, One hundꝛed kitty one 
thouſand (fir hundꝛed and twelbe pounds, as in and by the ſaid Commiſſion, relation being there- 
unto had, moze at large it doth and map appear. 

Since the granting of which ſaid Commiſſion, divers great and notable misdemeanours have 
been committed by the laid Sir Edmond Turner and George Carew, and their Alſigns, in the erecu- 
tion thereof, by ſeizing upon the Ships and goods belonging tothe Subjects of ſuch Pzinces and 
States as are now in Amity and Alliance with Us, and by neglecting to pꝛoteed in Dur Court of 
Admiralty, as by the ſaid Commiſſion they ought to have done; By reaſon whereof, and of ſeveral 
other indirect and illegal pzoceedings, it is found to be very pꝛejuditial to Dur Service to permit 
oꝛ ſuffer any further erecution of the ſaid Commiſſion, until ſome further conſideration can be 
thereof taken. Ce have therefoꝛe thought fit by the Advice of Dur P2iby Council to Declare, and 
do hereby publiſh Dur Royal Ulill and Pleaſure, That the ſaid Commiſſion, and all and every 
the Powers and Authoꝛities therein granted, ſhall be, and are hereby ſuſpended. And Cle do 
hereby ſtraitly Charge and Command the ſaid Sir Edmond Turner, George Carew, and their AC- 
ſigns, and every of them, and all Captains and Dfficers of Ships, and all other Seamen and 
Mariners whatſoever, That they oꝛ anp of them do not pꝛeſume to put inerecution the ſaid Com 
miſſion, oꝛ any part thereof, oꝛ to be aiding oꝛ aſſiſting unto any perſon oꝛ perſons in the P2e- 
miſes, until Dur Pleaſure (hall be further known, upon pain of being p2oceeded againſt as Pi- 
rates, and pzoſecuted with the utmoſt ſeverity of Dur Laws foz pzeſuming to bzeak this Pur 
Nopal Command.
